President Roosevelt today sent to Congress 
& message urging the passage of a bill grant- 
ing tariff concessions to Cuba. He stated 
the reciprocity. bill would save the new re- 
public and benefit the United States, and he 
declared that an arrangement can and should 
de made whereby the Cuban sugar planters. 
and not the United States sugar men, will 
| benefit by a 20 per cent reduction. 7 

While there is considerable difference of 
opinion as to the immediate results of the 
message, those best informed, including the 
Republican leaders in both Houses, generally 
agree that it insures the passage of a straight 
20 per cent reciprocity bl. Even the beet 
sugar Senators readily admitted that the 
message was one of the most extraordinary 
examples of American statesmanship on the 
records. It was pronounced, logical, forci- 
ble, and yet éxXceedingly .temperate, with 
little in it to arouse bitter animosity, and yet 
at the same time without the slightest evi- 
dence of backing sown on the: part of the 
President. 


Makes Cuba a 

On all sides it was recognized that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, by sending in a special mes- 
sage, had made Cuban reciprocity dis- 
tinctively a party measure, Without in any 
way setting up his own pride of opinion, the 
President has in a straightforward way 
thrown down the gauntlet to the members of 


Rejecting the rebate plan and various other 
subterfuges the President makes the issue 
perfectly plain, so that the people will at 
once understand that every Senator and 
Representative who votes against Cudan 
reciprocity does so in open and persistent 
opposition to the recommendation of the 
President of the United States, the head of 
the party. There is no disposition to enforce 
party discipline, but it was evident today 
that the beet sugar contingent is beaten and 
knows the fact. 


Beet Sugar Men Force Message. 

The. President's message was written be- 
fore he left Washington for West Point. It 
was tted to the members of the Cabinet 
and Representatives. - 
Bs. would not have been sent in had it not been 

for the meeting of the beet sugar Senators 
pee their announced intention of holding out 
against the action of a Republican caucus. 
The President was determined that Congress 
should not adjourn and leave the Cuban 
question up in the air. 

The Republican leaders in the Senate have 
decided to report the Cuban bill to the Senate 
next Tuesday. It will be submitted toa party 
caucus on Wednesday, and, indorsed in this 


special message and the indorsement of a 
Republican caucus in both House and Senate, 
it becomes essentially a party measure, so 
that a vote against it is distinctly treachery 
on the part of any Republican Senator 


Some Extra Session. 

Under these circumstances it is believed 
the opposition of the beet sugar men will 
dwindle down to a point where it can be eas- 
ily overcome. It should be said, however, 
that several men on both sides of the Capitol 
who are not particularly concerned declare 
that, in their opinion, Congress will adjourn 
without taking any action, and, thereupon, 
to preserve the consistency for which he is 
noted, the President will call Congress to- 
gether in special session in spite of the fact 
that it will be only a short time peters the 
Congressional election. 


Dietrich Tries to Rebuff President. 

When the message was sent to the Senate 
today an executive session was in progress. 
The doors were opened to receive and listen 
to the message. Just as the reading was 
concluded Senator Dietrich of Nebraska, in 
a condition of evident excitement, endeav- 
ored to speak on the message. He was shut 
off and the Senate went into executive ses- 
sion without allowing an opportunity for the 
Nebraska Senator to make the sensational 
proposition for which he was primed. He 
had intended to propose that a vote should 
be taken at once on the House bill, with the 
Idea that it would be adverse to the Presi- 
dent's position, and this be a atap in the face 
for Colonel Roosevelt. 

Had the Republican managers understood 
what the Nebraska Senator was intending to 
do they would have at once called his bluff, 
because they could not believe that any con- 
siderable number of Republican Senators 
would be a party to such a manifest insult to 
a Republican President. The executive ses- 
sion was ordered, however, before the 
scheme of Senator Dietrich was brought to 
light. 

Beet Sugar Men Back Down. 
There was a significant backdown of the 
beet sugar men today because, in the con- 
ference yesterday, they decided that today 
they would make a public announcement 
of their determination to accept a rebate 
or else to vote with the Democrats to re- 
move the differential from refined sugar. 
In view of the strong argument made by

BRHAPS no part of Professor Roberts’ 
admirable volume of wild animal sto- 
ries, “ The Kindred of the Wid " (L. 
CG. Page & Co.), is better worth reading 
than his delightful preface, or intro- 

duvtoty chapter, in which a master of his 

subject sete forth the palingenesis of the 


animal story as we have and enjoy it today. 


Beginning with the earliest forms of human 
life he showe how the immemorial conflict 
between the hunter and the hunted was com- 
memorated tn the hieroglyphs by means 
of Which, on carved bone of painted rock. 
man first gave his narrative a form to outlast 
the spoken breath These primitive rec- 
ords, in which Professor Roberts sees “ the 
remote but authentic ancestor of ‘ Mowgli,’ 
and Lobo, and ‘ Krag,’ told ete of some 
successful hunt When success nt le to 
the starving family; or of some desperate 
Scape, when the truth of the narrative was 
attested, to the hearere squatted trembiing 
about their fire, by the eniffingsof the baffled 
bear or tiger at the rook-barred mouth of the 
cave. Such firet animal stories had at least 
one merit of prime literary importance. They 
were convincing. The first critic, however 
gupercilious, would be little ikely to cavil 
at thelr vérisimilitude.”’ 
Later, when the struggle for lite became 
less imminent and strenuous, and men set 
their souls the task of solving the problems 
whence, and why, and whither the con- 
veniént and familiar animals were made to 
serve as embodiments of the rude qualities 
of good and evil ot which alone the un- 
sophisticated ethical sense was ready to take 
oe,"’ 
So came about the fable, the ingenuity of 
the author of which, as Professor Roberts 
points out, enabled him to avoid a perilous 
unpopularity among those whose weaknesses 
and defecte bis art held up to the scorn of all 
the caves.” More and more élabotate grow 
the fables, “as advancing civilization drew 
an ever widening line betWeen man and the 
animals. The simple characterizations of 
4isop were outdone and supérseded by the 
more intricate but fess true pictures of 
“Reynard the Fox.” Christianity became a 
factor in the evolution of the anima! story 
not at first, strange as it may seem, for its 
betterment, for the beasts that perish were 
chiefly regarded as fit Objects for the scorn 
and coftempt of the early examplars of the 
Gospel of Love. Then gradually the fable 
gave way. to the wild and thrilling tale of 
adventure, in Which the conqueror, man, 
moved on from victory to victory over the 
lower orders of nature, caleDrating the 
apotheosis of the pleasures of the chase: 
Some survivals of this genre ate found among 
the sanguinary novels and the shameless 
autobiographies of the present day. 
One good result followed the prevalence of 
these stories of pursuit and Slaughter. Their 
inevitabie tendency was to awaken interest 
in animale, and to excite a desire for exact 
knowledge of their traits and habits.“ Out 
of this interest and desire came the natura!- 
ist, studying with trained eye the habits and 
characteristics of beast kind; With the 
spread of accurate scientific knowledge arose 
& gtowing disposition on the part of all ant- 
mal lovers to observe the doing’ of their ani- 
mal friends with a new interest.

Instinct, which had been mas to do duty 
as covering all the phenomena ef animal lite. 
no longer seemed to furnish an adequate 
explanation, and reasoning faculties were 
ascribed to certain of the higher animals.

They seem absolutely favitiess in their 
genre, judged. by the author's own severe 
requirements. Professor Roberts has set 
up his literary forge in many a forest; he has 
lain close to the heart of the ancient wood. 
His stories are not fables, showing the beasts 
‘as concrete types of one particular trait; 
Hor Are they of that class of which the 
psychology is human, the anima! characters 
thinking and feeling as human beings would 
think and keel under lke conditions. In 


reading them, as in some of the best work | 


of Ernest Seton, we come face to face with 
personality, where we were blindly wont 5 
is as if one should step carelessly out of 
one’s back door and marvel to see unrolling 
before His newly awakened eyes the peaks 
and seas of an unknown world.” 

The charm of Professor Roberts’ literary 
style has never been more conipelling than 
in these stories of animal life. The book is

“Journeys and the cabins of the savages 
are truly schools of mortification, of pa- 
tience, and of resignation. More is gained 
with all the savages by gentleness than by 
peverity ... d‘by patience than by 
anger. It is well to do good to them, when 
the opportunity presents itself, and to assist 
them in their necessity; they remember and 
speak of it frequently. They are pleased with 
visits paid to their cabins, and consider them- 
selves despised or hated by the missionary 
who does not visit them. They are like- 
wise pleased to find gratitude. Nothing is 
ever lost by caressing the children, and by 
occasionally praising the young men and the 
hunters; by respecting the old people; by 
honoring the dead and praying to God for 
them, etc. One must not manifest any dis- 
pleasure when the children scream or weep. 
[The missionary) must, so far as possible, be 
ever gay and affable, and not be too familiar. 
He must not be too long in saying prayers. 
One must also avold complaining of the food.

Of Marquette’s stay at what is now the 
site of Chicago, Professor Thwaltes says: 
“From this place [Ottawa, III.] they were 
conducted to Lake Michigan by one of the 
chiefs and a small party of young warriors. 
By exactly what route our friends were 
guided is not known. From the Desplaines, 
the northern fork of the Illinois, there were 
two ways of reaching the great lake by canoe
